FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE. 


FRANCE. 

The Empress, with the Prince Imperial, left Paris for Fontainebleau 
on Thursday week, 

The new loan of 250,000,000f., for the city of Paris, was issued on 
Tuesday ; and, the bonds subscribed for exceeding the number to be 
issued, the subscription list was closed. The loan was offered to public 
subscription in the shape of 600,000 bonds of 450f. each, repayable in 
sixty years at 500f., and paying only the moderate interest of 20f. per 
bond. But the great inducement to subscribe lies in the “ lottery.” 
The sum announced to be “ drawn ” for every year is 1,140,000f. 

The result of the municipal elections is favourable to the 
Government. 

An Imperial decree has been published promulgating the inter- 
national convention, signed at Geneva in August, 1864, for the care of 
wounded soldiers on the battle-field. 

The marriage of the Princess de Polignac, formerly Mille. Mirds, 
with M, Rozan, a merchant ot Marseilles, has been celebrated at the 
Madeleine, 

The composer Liszt, now an Abbé, has arrived in Paris, on a visit to 
his aged mother.

AUSTRIA. 

Yesterday week the Lower House of the Reichsrath voted the 
Budget for 1865, In all points upon which the Finance Committee, 
composed of members of both Houses, had not been able to agree, the 
Lower House adopted the views of the Upper Chamber. The Budget 
has subsequently received the Imperial sanction, On Thursday the 
Session was closed.

PRUSSIA. 

The King arrived at Ratisbon, on Thusday week, on his way to 
Gastein. On the following day a council of Ministers was held, 
under the presidency of the King, at which definitive proposals to the 
Anstrian Government were determined on. 

There has been a politica] conflict in Cologne. It being proposed 
to give a public banquet to the Liberal Deputies from that town, 
the chief of the police sent notice to the committee that it had all 
the characteristics of political association, and summoned it to dis- 
solve itself. The members of the committee protested against this 


decision and refused to suspend the preparations for the féte. The | 


journals that published the protest were seized. Next, the Provincial 
Court of Justice in the city cancelled the decision of the police 
authorities, the Crown council protesting. The project being per- 
cisted in, the banquet took place, last Saturday evening, in the Zoolo- 
gical Society's Gardens. The proceedings were, however, interrupted 
by a military detachment occupying the garden, and the company 
dispersed, Another banquet given the same evening at Deutz, near 
Cologne, was interrupted by the Mayor. A detachment of cuirassiers 
was stationed before the hotel in which the banquet took place, and 
the steamer which conveyed the company was occupied by the 
troops. Military were also posted at both the bridges across the 
Rhine. The persevering guests hereupon left by rail for Oberlahn- 
stein, in the duchy of Nassau; but here, too, they were checkmated, 
A detachment of soldiers of the Duchy entered the Lahneok Hotel 
and ordered the assembled company to quit it.

The object of the 
convention is thus set forth :—Discussion and conference upon, first, 
finances; second, commerce; third, lines of transit from east to 
west ; fourth, the reciprocity treaty, The deliberations extended over 
several days, Various reports and resolutions were submitted, but the 
convention adjourned without important action. 

There is an evident attempt on the part of some members of the 
Government and leading politicians to create an excitement on the 
question of Imperialism in Mexico, Secretary Harlan and Mr. 
Montgomery Blair had made s denouncing the French inter- 
vention in Mexico and advocating the maintenance of the “ Monroe

The Duchess of Leeds has laid the foundation-stones of two 
erphanages at Pennybridge and Bletchingley, near Mayfield. ‘The building 
will contain accommodation for 100 boys and the same number of girls. They 
are both in the Gothic style, and have been designed by E. Welby Pugin, Esq. 
‘The children who are received in these institutions will be provided for by her 
Grace until they have been tanght a trade. The cost of the buildings and the 
endowments is estimated at about £70,000, 


On Monday the foundation-stone of a new townhall was laid 
in Walsall, Staffordshire. The old red-brick structure had long been found 
unenuited to the growing requirements of the town, and last year it was de- 
cided to replace it by a more modern and commodious edifice, at a cost of about 
£5000, The proceedings were opened by the Mayor, Mr. Hazledine, who 
stated that the old hall had been built when the town contained 4000 or 5000 
inhabitants, and was now unsuited to the wants of a population of 40,000 or 
£0,000, Mr. Forster, M.P. for Walsall, also addressed the company. At the 
conclusion of the day's proceedings, a dinner was given in the hotel of the 
Corporation, High-street. 


Among the many riots that have disgraced the recent 
elections an outbreak in Maidenhead holds a conspicuous place. An excited 
mob bad gathered round the Conservative hotel, when a farmer, who was 
hustled in the crowd, struck one of his assailants. This was the signal for a 
genera) riot. Soldiers were sent for from Windsor; but, before they could 
arrive, tranquillity was restored. Serious election riots have taken place at 
Rotherham and one or two other towns in the South-West Riding of Yorkshire. 
Houres were gutted, and a considerable amount of property was destroyad. 
Many of the ringleaders were captured. North Leicestershire was the last 
constituency to choose its tatives ; and, on the day of polling (Monday), 
disturbances broke out at Ashby-de-la-Zouch, Syston, and Longhborough. At 
Ashby the mob had possession of the towa for several hours. The Townhall 
windows were broken, considerable damage was done to several public and 
private honses, and many of the police and rioters were seriously injured. 
Arsistance had to be obtained from Leicester and Derby to quell the dis- 
turbance, and the polling was adjourned. 


The Lord Lieutenant of Ireland was present, on Thursday 
week, at a banquet given in the Exhibition building at Dublin, to the jurors 
and foreign representatives in connection with the Dublin International 
Exhibition. Mr. B, L. Guinness presided. In responding to the toast “ The 
Lord Lieutenant and Prosperity to Ireland,” Lord Wodehouse said, “ As from 
the day of the opening of this Bxhibition to the present time it has been a 
great and arcmarkable suocess, one is naturally led, in the first place, to con- 
sider what has Ireland shown worthy of attention on this occasion ; and I 
think that those who bave paid accurate attention to the contents of this 
Exhibition must have seen some inepiriting symptoms of what I may call the 
revival of Irish industry. I do not mean to pass over the manufactures of 
Belfast, which has been long one of the great and prosperous gardens of 
manufactures in the United Kingdom; but I alluded particnlarly to the 
manufactures which are struggling into existence. Now, those who have 
looked over the various articles exhibited in this place may have seen that 
there is pottery—of a coarse kind, no doubt, but of a very usefal kind— manu- 
factured with clay found in Lreland, and likely, 1 think, if properly cultivated, 
to prove a permanent branch of industry bere. You may here also see 
excellent woollen fabrics. 1 was especially strack with this—that your 
manufacturers have begun at the right end, not all at once at the richer and 
finer, but at the coarser kind. In a country like this, where there is an 
abundance of unskilled labour, it is obvious that you mnt commence with 
the branch that requires less skill. I was struck with the observation of 
Mr. Whitworth, who has been recently returned for Drogheda. | visited an 
establishment in which he endeavoured to introduce the manufacture, and he 
said that the coarser kinds are the kinds more readily made in Ireland, and 
that, with the cheap labour in Drogheda, he could compete with Manchester 
and with other parts of Europe. That is a practical man, and he pointed out 
the way that practical men must go in order to establieh that which is 
ensential to the prosperity of the country, and im erder to secure a fair 
share of manufacturing industry. It ie not to be supposed that Ireland 
could be a great manufacturing country like England, but it is unjust 
that there should not be some considerable manufactures ; because Ireland 
being dependent on agriculture and the mercy of the seasons, there is 
nothing to which she can have recourse when those seasons are unfavourable. 
More then that, you must have remarked that the growth of the principal 
towns, not only in England, but throughout the world, is coincident with the 
improvement and increase of manufactures; and, whatever we may think of 
the evile which are the necessary result of the collection of large masses of 
people in great cities, we must recognise, on the other hand, that the advance 
of euch civilisation as we have been accustomed to is inseparably connected 
with the growth of the large towns. Oneof the great want« of Lreland is 
thriving towns ; but these you cannot get unless you can establish for this 
conntry a fair share of manufactures.” 


Law.—At Stafford, yesterday week, Mr. Justice Byles, in 
hie charge to the grand jury, made the following observations on courts of 
arbitration :—* The last time I had the honour to appear here a multitude 
of people were charged with offences ari«ing out of combinations to raise 
wages. Lam happy to observe that there are no cases of that description 
in the present calendar, and I should be happy to believe, if I could, that the 
differences between masters and men were not merely sleeping, but were 
tinally settled. I cannot help thinking that for much of the tranquillity 
which now prevails in this country you are indebted to the judgment, the 
activity, the devotion to public duty, and the eminently conciliatery manners 
of your Lord Lieutenant ; and I deem it right publicly to say so. I cannot 
help making one further observation on the mbject, which is thie—that I 
fear some legislative interposition will become indi: sable. You are aware 
that a bill has been brought into the Upper House Lords St. Leonards for 
the establishment of courts of arbitration. I have often expressed my regret 
that there are at present no provisions for arbitration, by which I do not mean 
voluntrary arbitration, from which I expect nothing, but compulsory arbi- 
tration, the mode of proceeding in which might be sng This, however, 
ie not pt to offer any euch suggestions. I will only venture to add, 
for the consideration of those among you who can make your voices heard, 
that the system of compulsory arbitration has been recently introduced into 
ear courts of law, to the immense advantage of every person concerned—to 
the saving of time, litigation, trouble, and money to an incalculable extent. 
Perhaps | should also observe, that in neighbouring countries the experiment 
hae been tried of repealing the combination laws without making any 
adequate provision to meet the dif culties which might have been expected, 
and the result has been the same as in this country, even from tbe very 
beginning.”

LAW AND POLICcE.—A principle of some importance was 
laid down by Sir James Wilde in the Divorce Court,on Thursday, A divorce 
had been granted to a wife, and she then applied for alimony. The husband 
resisted, on the ground that she had an income of herown. But the Jndge 
decided that the husband ought not to be allowed to free himself from all his 
responsibilities by means of his own miscondnct, and he therefore ordered him 
to allow his late wife an income proportioned to his means. 

At the Lord Mayor's Court, on Monday, in a railway compensation case, 
“Smee vy, the Metropolitan Railway Company,” a claim was made for some 
houses in Liverpool-strect and Broad-street-buildings, in the City, exceeding 
£20,000, which, with the ecnstomary 10 per cent for a forced sale, would 
exceed £56,000. On the part of the company the valuation was, with the 
10 per cent, under £14,000, The jury gave a verdict for £29,650. 

An inqnest was held, last Saturday, npon the body of an old man named 
Jobn Gibbons, who had died of starvation. He ocenpied a single room in a 
house in Bath-street, Lambeth. It was not known how he subsisted, but he 
went out daily, and it was supposed he picked up rags, bones, and particles of 
refuse of food in the streets. On Thursday morning bis room door was forced, 
when the wretched eld man was found lying upon the bed, undressed, partly 
covered with rags. He was quite dead. The room was in a filthy condition. 
A benk-book was found in the room, in which cash deposits for nearly £400 
were entered, the account running from 1836, A bag was also found contain- 
ing £340 in silver and coppers. 

An important case was argued before Vice-Chancellor Wood on Wednesday. 
Application was made on behalf of the United States Government for an 
injunction to restrain Mesera. Fraser, Trenholm, and Oo. from delivering to 
anyone, save the agents of the plaintiffs, 1228 bales of cotton which bad been 
conrigned to the defendants by an agent of the so-called Confederate Govern- 
ment. It was argued chat the Confederate Government never having been 
recognired here, no act of theirs could give the defendants a right of property 
in cotton which belonged to the plaintiffs as the rightful governors of the 
country. After hearing the arguments, the Vice-Chancellor decided that, as 
the value of the cotton was £40,000, half that sum should be paid into 
court before Michaelmas Term, to be held pending the decision of the canse. 

On Wednesday week a retired solicitor, named Embrick, was found dead 
at his chambers, 3, Raymond-buildings, Gray's-inn. Death is supposed to have 
occurred from diseare of the heart. £18,000 in gold and notes was discovered 
upon the premises.

THE MURDER OF A 


CAPTURE 


THE war of races which has been going on for two or three years past 
in several provinces of the northern island of New Zealand does not 
seem likely to arrive at a speedy termination. While General

Carl Sylvius Volkner, a native of Cassel, any, and a student of 
the Hamburg Missionary College. He came to New Zealand about 
eighteen ago, as a catechist, in connection with the North 
German Missionary Society. After some time he separated himself 
from that body; and, having made the acquaintance of Bisho: 

Selwyn, was offered an appointment as missionary under the Churc 

Mission Society, and his usefulness then became more clearly deve- 
loped. He was ordained a deacon and priest of the Church of England. 
He first commenced his labours at Taranaki, and then took up his 
residence at ge Archdeacon Maunsell’s station. He also 
pursued his calling at Tauranga and Opotiki, at the last of which 
places he settled. Mr, Volkner and his wife were resident there when 
the war broke out on the east coast, and, for the safety of Mrs. 
Volkner, he removed her to Auckland, and faithfully continued 
his ministrations in solitude. It is generally testified that his kind- 
ness and uprightness had won him the esteem of all who knew him, 
and seemed to have won the particular affection of his Maori neigh- 


urs. 

Having had occasion to go to Auckland, Mr, Volkner left that port, 
on his return to Opotiki, on the 29th of February, as passenger on board 
the schooner Eclipse, accompanied by another missionary, the Rev, T. 
S. Grace. The master of the vessel, Captain Levy, states that, on the 
lst of March, when he sailed up the river at Opotiki, and came along- 
side the wharf and storehouse kept by his brother, Mr, Samuel 
Levy, at that place, he found a great crowd of the Maoris waiting on 
the Penk. Mr. 8. Levy, with Tewai, the interpreter, came on board, 
and said that the Maoris had all taken an oath the day before to kill 
every minister or soldier who came there. Captain Levy himself went 
ashore, and found that this report was true. Some plans for enabling 
the two missionaries to escape were proposed, but their execution was 
deferred until night, as the vessel was closely watched by the hostile 
multitude on shore. Later in the day the Maoris, being in irresistible

force, ordexed Captain Levy, with his crew and passengers, to come 
out of the vessel. As soon as they did so, the Maoris seized Mr, 
Volkner and Mr, Grace, and began to tie them up with ropes, but 
desisted from this when Captain Levy interfered. The two reverend 
nee, however, with four sailors, & crew of the schooner, 
were shut up in a whare, or large }ut, guarded by twent 

Maoris, with double-barrelled guns. Captain Levy cad Me 
Samuel Levy were not personally molested, because, as the Maoris 
observed, they were Jews. The Maoris even requested them to separate 
the luggage belonging to the Christian missionaries from the rest of 
the property taken out of the vessel, showing that it was not intended 
to harm any other person. Mr, 8, Levy therefore took charge for 
some hours of Mr, Volkner’s watch and money, burying the watch in 
the ground, but afterwards returned them to Mr. Volkner, when there 
seemed to be some prospect of the release of the whole party. The 
night was passed in debates among the Maoris as to the fate of their 
captives. In the morning Captain Levy and Mr. 8. Levy were told 
that the two missionaries would be shot. Captain Levy in vain re- 
monstrated and begged the Maoris to refrain from this bloody act, 
In order to purchase the lives of his two passengers, he gave 
up the vessel and its cargo, with the store, to be plundered by 
the Maoris. This bribe seems to have had its effect upon 
those who had made arrangements for shooting the two mis- 
sionaries, as that plan was not carried out, though a party of men, 
armed with muskets, had been sent for on purpose. But another 
party, chiefly half-castes, presently came upon the ground, and, going 
to the whare, asked for Mr. Volkner, saying they wanted him to come 
toa meeting. The unfortunate gentleman eagerly ran out, thinking 
for a moment that he was about to be set free. We here quote Captain 
Levy’s narrative :—“ They walked him off at once. They then told 
him that they were going to kill him. He stopped near the church 
and asked them to allow him five minutes for prayer, which they did, 
and he sent one of the natives for his genyer-beek. Whilst he was 
praying they sent and took a block and strop from the vessel, which 
they made fast to the topmost branches of a large willow-tree, about 
200 yards from the church. There were now about 800 natives 
on the ground, who at once marched him under the tree. They then 
took off his coat, vest, and shirt, which the principal chief put on, he 
being quite pleased with the watch and chain. (This man was Kereopa, 
a Maketu chief, who was travelling with the Taranakis, and was the 
cause Of all this doing.) They left his flannel on, he not showing the

Next day a 
meeting was held, at which 

tain Levy offered first £500 and 
then £1000 as a ransom for the 
life of Mr. Grace; but it was in- 
dignantly refused. One of the 


most influential chiefs, named 
Patara, having by is time 
arrived, Captain Levy entered into 
negotiations with him for the 


same object. Several days passed 
away, and it was at agreed 
that a ransom should be taken 
for Mr, Grace, upon condition 
of the release of the Maori pri- 
soners then in the hands of the 
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Government at Auckland. Mr. 8, Levy voluntarily consented to remain 
as a hostage for the performance of the bargain, while Captain Levy, 
with the schconer, would go down the river and communicate with the | 
authorities at Auckland. In the mean time, the Messrs. Levy obtained 
leave to take Mr. Volkner’s body, and to give it a decent burial, as 
best they could. After digging a grave, in which the mangled remains 
were interred, along with the clothes Mr. Volkner had worn, they 
affixed a head-board, inscribed “ V., March 2, 1865,” and surrounded 
the whole with a fence, the situation being close to the back of the 
church. On the 15th of March Captain Lary and his party re- 
embarked and went down the river, just outside the mouth of which 
they found a British war-steamer, commanded by Captain Freemantle. 
This was her Majesty's ship Eclipse (bearing the same name as Captain 
Levy’s schooner) ; the Bishopof New Zealand was on board the steamer ; 
having heard of the death of Mr. Volkner, he had come on purpose to | 
save Mr.Grace. Captain Levy was asked if he thought it possible for 
the man-of-war’s men to go up the river, in the steamer’'s boats, and | 
deliver Mr. Grace by force of arms. He replied that there was not the | 
slightest chance, by this plan, of getting Mr. Grace alive, as the 
Maoris would carry him miles away into the bush, as soon as the boats 
appeared in the river. Captain Levy then got into his own boat, 
with two of his own men—John Moore and Lewis Montague—and 
quietly rowed up the river to the viliage where he had left Mr, Grace. 
He found that gentleman walking up and down the yard of the house 
in which he was imprisoned, and which stood on the bank of the 
river. Only some women were left to guard him, all the men being 
assembled at a meeting or council, to debate what they should do at 
the approach of the steamer. Captain Levy then determined to risk 
his own life and those of his companions in order to rescue Mr. Grace. 
Bringing his boat close to the shore, he desired Mr. Grace to jump in ; 
then made him lie down flat, at the bottom of the boat, and covered 
him up with some serge shirts, so that he was completely hidden ; 
then, while the women on shore set up a loud cry, and brought the 
men, with their guns and rifles, swarming out in pursuit, Captain 
Levy and the two other sailors pulled as fast as they could, with 
the tide and current in their favour, down to the ships, which 
they happily reached in safety. Mr. 8S. Levy and Tewai, the inter- 
preter, also got away as soon as they could. 

The prudent, generous, and courageous behaviour of Captain Levy 
and his brother is attested by a certificate from Dr. Agassiz, who 
witnessed the whole of these transactions at Opotiki. A publie | 
meeting was held, on the 3ist of March, in the Supreme Courthouse, 
at Auckland, where resolutions thanking these gentlemen for their | 
conduct were unanimously passed. It is from the sketches made by 
Mr. 5. Levy that our Illustrations are supplied, but the above narrative | 
is compiled from the Auckland newspapers we have received. The 
natives give two reasons for Mr. Volkner’s murder. One of these is a 
special reason, and ‘one is general. The special reason is that the 
Opotiki natives had been told that Mr. Volkner reported to the 
Goveruor that they were carrying on a secret correspondence with the 
rebels. The general reason is this : that they attribute the war to the 
missionaries. They say they came first to the country and bought 
land; that the Government came next, and the missionaries used their 
influence to buy land for the Government; and that from this cause 
the present war sprang. The fanatics declare, therefore, that they 
will murder all missionaries. It is further stated that Mr. Volkner’s life 
was t 1 by way of uf, or compensation, for that of a man named 
Te Aparama, one of the prisoners brought in after the fight of June | 
11 between the Arawas, who are allies of the English, and the other | 
Maoris who are hostile to us. This man, Te Aparama, was led past a | 
hut in which the widow of one of the Arawas who had fallen in the | 
battle was sitting and mourning over his corpse. The desperate | 
woman, seeing Te Aparama, caught up a gun — shot him dead. He } 
was the brother of Kereopa, the person whom we have named as the | 
chief instigator of Mr. Volkner’s murder. These facts may help to | 
account for what has been done at Opotiki. }

Merinos, whose early maturity, when crossed with the Leicester, made | 
such a fine feature at Poissy in 1857. The French Merinos are valuable 
for their size and mutton, as well as their wool, which weighs from 
Slb, to 18 Ib, in the grease. Those exhibited were of good, fair form, 
* up to the eyes and down to the toes in wool,’ which is inferior to that | 
of the & h Merino, the ewes of which race were small and 
deficient tn constitution. Those from Saxony were not equal in size | 
to the French, though very famous for the quality of their wool, a 
consideration which had to yield to that of superior form when an 
umpire was called in to decide between the English and Saxon

They were destroyed 
by blows on the head, The natives had committed the deed 
from sheer hostility to the white man, They had not plundered 
the dead, Months afterwards the bodies, or what remained of 
them, had the ornaments which belonged to the slaughtered 
men; Mr. Panter’s hand had his ring, and Mr. Harding's 
watch was under his breast, nor had their compass been taken. 
One of their horses was found speared at some distance. 

The colonists had, as we learn from private sources, long 
made up their minds as to the fate of their friends ; but in 
expedition was sent out by the Local 
Government, under Mr. Maitland Brown.

the esteem in which the departed were held by the whole com- 
munity.” 

So have dicd three more of our dauntless pioneers, If in 
placing their names beside those of the gallant gentlemen who 
have just paid with their lives for a fruitless victory over the 
the Matterhorn we seem hint at a contrast, 
we at once and sincerely disclaim any idea of the kind. We 
hold in al! honour the “ mounting mind” and dauntless pluck 
of the travellers who, year after year, scale the tremendous 
heights of Switzerland and similar regions, We do not even 
say that such feats ought to be discouraged ; though we have a 
right to urge that valuable lives should not be cast away in aa 
obvious!y-unequal combat with dangers, and that every scientific 
precaution should be taken, as matter of course, While we deeply 
deplore this last sad catastrophe, we are in no mood to throw 
general blame upon all who, for the pure love of adventure, or, 
influenced by mixed motives, achieve feats which do not appear 


terrors of 


to 


to have any other object than demonstrating the courage and 
endurance of those who perform them. It is because it is the 
nature of the Englishman to do these things when no one has 
asked him to do them that he does far nobler things at the 
call of duty—rows with a handful of men under the black battery 
of a vessel that could blow him to pieces, and cuts her out ; 
storms, with a handful of men, a fort crowded with raging 
savages, and sends them flying and screaming before a force 
which they might have eaten; or, more bravely still, walks 
with a handful of men through vast regions, peopled with 
hostile natives and ruled by greedy and cruel kings, and returns 
loaded with new articles of commerce and rich with new treasures 
There would be small philosophy—nay, small 
knowledge of the world—shown in discouraging adventure, It 
has given us the empire. 

We would, however, desire that the same recognition should 
be accorded to the devoted resolution of the explorer as is 
given to the daring courage of the adventurer. “It is a far 
cry to Perth ;” and the deaths of three previously unknown 
men in making their way through a comparatively unin- 
teresting region are not likely to be noticed in England unless 
attention be called to the subject. The journals of the 
brave Stuart, lately given to the world by Mr. Hardman, 
have shown what Australian exploration is, and that its 
dangers and difficulties are of that monotonous character whick 
wears out the energies when it cannot break them down. 
For Messrs. Panter, Harding, and Goldwyer there was little is 
store, had they not been murdered, but the recurrence of the 
same story—dense thickets, insufficient or dirty water, sandy 
plains, and ignoble hills, Day by day took them further from 
civilisation ; and it was not for a few hours, but all through the 
journey, that their lives were in their hands, They were ne 
members of a celebrated club, honoured in the first society ; 
there was no éclat about their proceedings, and their utmost 
success would have made no lions of them, No grace- 
ful pen awaited their return, to place their narra- 
tive, in costly form, on the tables of their distinguished 
friends ; no ovation would have been given them when the 
muster-roll of English travellers should be called over at the 
close of the season. But they went on their way, aware that 
their course might end at a moment's notice ; and it did. They 
died suddenly, and by violence, While we pay all honour and 
all tributes of sorrow to the brave Englishmen who rest in the 
snows at the foot of the vengeful Matterhorn, over which they 
triumphed, let us not forget the brave colonists round whose 
lowly grave in the cemetry at Perth our pioneers of the West 
have stood in mourning—in mourning for men who were alaim 
in the discharge of an allotted duty. 


THE ATLANTIC TELEGRAPH. 
Tunes are looking favourable for the Atlantic Telegraph. The 
shore end of the cable was successfully landed at Valencia on 
Saturday morning last. Connections were made with the instrumeat- 
room at 12.45 p.m., Greenwich time, in the presence of a large con- 
course. The Knight of Kerry and Sir Robert Peel made congra- 
tulatory speeches, Three cheers were given for her Majesty and 
three for the President of the United States. The paying-out of the 
heavy shore cable, twenty-seven miles in length, was completed by 
the Caroline late in the evening. Shortly after four, on Sunday 
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afternoon, the splice with the main cable on board the Great Eastern 
was completed, and the paying-out began from the Great Eastern. 
Diequietirg rumours were circulated on Tuesday to the effect that 
the cable was in danger of failure. We are glad, however, to learn 
that the hitch which occurred had been put right, and that at the time 
of our going to press all was working smoothly. Telegrams continue 
to be received from the gentlemen on board the Great Eastern, sig- 
nalling that the work of laying the cable is proceeding satisfactorily ; 
and this gigantic vessel, herself one of the wonders of the world, which 
is bearing across the Atlantic the wire that is to make thought 
simultaneous in the two hemispheres, has so far advanced on her 
voyage that we may indulge in hopes of its successful issue. 

A despatch from St. John’s, Newfoundland, states :—“ In antici- 
pation of the successful laying of the Atlantic cable a telegraph line 
has been constructed from this place to Heart's Content, the point 
selected for the landing of the American shore end of the cable. An 
office has been fitted up there, and everything that can be done to 
advance the securing of the shore end of the cable has been per- 
formed.” 

Several Illustrations of the laying the Atlantic telegraph cable will 
appear in this Journal next week, when we shall enter more into 
letail on this deeply-interesting subject.

A largenumber of the convalescents were drawn up 
near the entrance for the Queen's inspection. Her Majesty after- 
wards entered the building and passed through many of the wards, 
addressing kind works to the sick, and inquiring into their cases. 
The Queen returned to Osborne at half-past eight. Princess Louisa, 
attended by the Hon. Horatia Stopford, drove out. 

Yesterday week, the Queen, accompanied by Princess Helena and 
attended by the Countess of Gainsborough, drove in the neighbour- 
hood of Osborne, 

On Saturday last the Queen, accompanied by Princess Helena and 
Prince Albert Victor, drove in the vicinity of the Royal demesne.

DEPARTURE OF THE QUEEN OF THE NETHERLANDS, 

The Queen of the Netherlands left London on Saturday last apon 
her return to Rotterdam, after a visit to England of nearly a month's 
duration. Before leaving Claridge’s Hotel, where her Majesty has 
resided during her lengthened stay in London, many of the nobility 
called to take leave, and on passing to her carriage—an open barouche 
drawn by four greys—the Marchioness of Ely and Lord Lianover bade 
adieu to the Queen, and the noble Marchioness presented a beautiful 
bouquet. Her Majesty, who was accompanied by the Prince of Orange 
and the Netherlands Minister, was conveyed to Woolwich, where the 
Cyclope, a Dutch steam-frigate, commanded by Captain Casembroot, 
was lying alongside the river wall of the arsenal. Commodore 
Dunlop, C.B., commander of the Woolwich dockyard, Commander 
Towsey, and Commander Biddlecombe, masters-attendant of 
yard, with Mr, Parkyn, acting superintendent of stores, were in 
attendance, wearing their full uniforms. Her Majesty was conducted 
down the gangway by Commodore Danlop, and on reaching the deck 
of her vessel a party of Dutch sailors drawn up on deck, armed with 
muskets and fixed bayonets, presented arms, and the officers saluted. 
As soon as the Queen was on board preparations were made to start 
the vessel. Her Majesty thanked the Commodore for the attentions 
shown her, and graciously accepted a bouquet from Mrs, Claridge. 
The Queen took an affectionate leave of the Prince of Orange, and, 
having bowed repeatedly to the demonstrations of farewell made by 
thoee who were present, the Cyclops was towed into the stream by the 


Monkey, and in a few minutes was on her way down the river. 


THE PRINCE AND PRINCESS OF WALES, 

The Prince and Princess of Wales made an excursion from Mount 
Edgeumbe, yesterday week, in the yacht Princess Alice, up the 
Tamar. At eight c'vlock in the evening their Royal Highnesses went 
on board the Osborne, which lay at anchor in Barnpool. A large 
concourse of people was assembled in boats and loudly cheered the 
Prince and Princess as they passed in the barge to the Osborne. Their 
Royal Highnesses entertained at dinner on board the Royal yacht the 
Duke and Duchess of Sutherland, the Duke of St. Albans, the Duke 
of Somerset, Earl De Grey and Ripon, Lord and Lady Templetown ; 
Captain Darcy, Comm of the Osborne; Captain Le Bris, Conr- 
mander of the Magenta, and several other French officers ; the Countess 
De Grey, Lieutenant-General Knollys, and Major Grey. The band of 
the Magenta played upon the forecastle, At ten o'clock the yaclit 
was brilliantly illuminated. 

At half-past threeo’clock, on Saturday morning last, the Osborne got 
onder way and left Barnpool for the Cornish coast. As the yacht passed 
the port of Looe a Royal salute was fired from the artillery battery 
stationed there.

Then there are the 
touching announcements that “vacancies occur in a fashionable 
echool—none but the sons of gentlemen received,” except, perhaps, the 
son of the butcher, who pays in legs of mutton; or the oilman, whe 
nourishes the flame of the school—the midnight lamp of the usher, 
whilst the principal lights the lamp of learning within the breast of 
young Waxwick. Next, a “ professional lady has an opportunity of in- 
troducing a young lady into a first-class school, where she will have 
the very best education, including every accomplishment, by all the 
most superior masters and a resident Parisienne, for twenty guineas! 
Dirt cheap, is it not? There is also the “desirable opportunity not to 
be missed ” of the Squeers school for £16 per annum, Think of this, 
my worthy parents, in connection with the price of mutton, and im- 
agine how little of that necessary your growing boy or girl will get in 
addition to the attentions of the superior masters and the resident French 
cockney ; and then, if these words, necessarily few and only recommend- 
ing a little rule-of-three sum in which mutton is playfully balanced by 
modern accomplishments, have any effect, send your boys and girls 
to well-paid schools, where good feeding prevents curvature of the 
spine with the latter, and decent pay secures a fair chance of the 
former learning something.

THE visit of the Prince and Princess of Wales to Plymouth came to 

an end at daybreak on Saturday morning, when the Royal yacht 

Osborne, on board of which they had passed the night, steamed out 

of the Sound, proceeding to the coast of Cornwall.

The mansion of the Earl of Mount-Edgceumbe is a 
castellated building of red sandstone, in the Tudor style of archi- 
tecture, erected by his ancestor, Sir Richard Edgcumbe, in the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth ; but the tow t each angle of the edifice were 
added in the last century. The ¢ hall, in the centre of the build- 
ng, is the principal feature of the interior. Its ceiling rises to the 
second story, and it is adorned with Doric columns and pilasters 
of Devonshire marble: it contains some excellent family portraits. 
The conservatory, 100 ft. in length ; the great terrace, commanding 
a magnificent view; and the three gardens, English, French, and 
Italian, decorated with beautiful fountains, vases, statues, and busts, 
contribute to make this residence one he most attractive belonging 
to any of our nobility or gentry. It has been visited by her Majesty 
and the late Prince Consort, aa well as by George IIL, in 1789. On 
the present occasion the Earl of Mount-Ldgcumbe had the honour of 
entertaining the Prince and Princess of Wales for three successive 
days. 

On Wednesday forenoon their Royal Highnesses paid a visit to the 
exhibition of the Agricultural Society at Pennycomequick, a well- 
known meadow adjoining the town of Devonport.

MUSIC. 
MEYEREDEER'S OPERA “L'APRICATNE.” 

1® production, at the Royal Italian Opera, of Meyerbeer’s posthumous 
opera, “ L’Africaine,” on Saturday last, has been an occurrence of 
great interest to our musical public. This opera, like all the great 
works of this illustrions musician, has had a long period of 
“gestation.” It has, indeed, been occasionally heard of for many 
ears, and is said to have been ready before the “ Prophéte ;” but its 
performance was delayed through the characteristic fastidiousness of 


"' 


the composer, who carried Pope's maxim, “Keep your piece nine 


years,” to a length even greater than our poet ever contemplated. It 
underwent so many alterations that very little of the original work 
remains; and, had he lived, it is more than probable that it would 
have been to this day in his portfolio. The result of these unceasing 
changes is that, in so far as regards its music, the “ Africaine ” is the 
most elaborate and highly finished of his works, though their effect 
upon the drama has not by any means been so happy. Though from 
the pen of the greatest of the modern French dramatists—the author, 
too, of “ Robert le Diable,” the “ Huguenots,” and the “ Prophate "— 
the libretto of the “ Africaine” is confused, incoherent, and sadly 
wanting in interest; and these defects, notwithstanding the present 
success Of the opera, will probably be an obstacle to its permanent 
possession of the stage. 
The story is complicated, improbable, and in some places almost 
intelligib! ‘he hero is Vasco de Gama, the famous Portuguese 
t scovered the route to India by the Cape of Good 
He has returned from his first voyage, and has brought with 
him two natives of an unknown land, whom he brings forward as au 
evidence of the further discoveries he anticipates. He solicits from 
nt the means of prosecuting his discoveries, but his 
application is refused, Don Pedro, the President of the Royal Council, 
who has obtained possession of his charts and papers, having 
determined to supplant him as a maritime discoverer. Indignant at 
this treatment, Vasco remonstrates so violently that he is thrown into 
the prison of the Inquisition, where his two slaves are allowed to 
attend him. Vasco, before his voyage, had been betrothed to Donna 
Inez, the daughter of a member of the council. This lady now inter- 
feres in his behalf and obtains his liberty by the sacrifice of her 
affections, having consented to give her hand to the powerful Don 
Pedro: and Vasco, in gratitude for thie service, makes Donna Inez 
a present of his two slaves, Selica and Nelusko. Vasco, be it 
observed, attached to Selica, who loves him devotedly ; 
while he s still in love with his old flame Donna 
Inez, of whose marriage with Don Pedro he is not yet 
aware. In this state of things Don Pedro sets out on his voyage of 
discovery, accompanied by his wife, and having on board the two

The ship is captured and al] on board massacred, except 
Selica and Nelusko, who are of the same tribe as the Indian assail- 
ants; and Donna Inez and Vasco also escape the fate of the rest. 
Thee survivors are carried by the Indians to their own country. They 
are arace of Hindoos, and discover that Selica is their iong-lost Queen. 


She is hailed with rejoicings, and Vasco, who is about to be sacrificed | 
by the priests of Brahma, is not only saved from death by her inter- | 


position, but accepted by her and her subjects as her consort. Vasco 
is transported with joy, and the Royal nuptials are celebrated ; but, 
reminded of his old love by accidentally hearing her voice, all his 
former passion for her returns. Selica, discovering this, resolves on 
an act of magnanimous self-sacrifice. She sends Vasco and Inez 
on board Vasco’s ship that they may return to Europe, and the: 
repairs to the desert spot where the celebrated upas-tree grows. There 
she expires under its baleful shade; and Nelusko, who has all along 
nourished a faithful but unrequited love, dies at her feet. 

This story is full of absurdities, which, however, may be forgiven, 
as almost every opera is more or less liable to the same charge. But 
it is impossible to forgive the way in which the character of the 
renowned Portuguese navi is painted. He is re asa 
despicable creature, in love with two women, between whom he 
vacillates in a manner absolutely Indicrous, while his weak and selfish 
nature is not redeemed by a single generous or manly feature. This 
repulsive character poisons the whole piece, destroys the interest of 
every scene, and ruins the dramatic effect of the finest portions of the 
music. We cannot, in short, sufficiently wonder how Scribe could 
imagine such a piece, or how Meyerbeer could accept it. Nothing 
can show the astonishing power of the illustrious musician's genius 
more strikingly than the fact that his music is able to keep 
afloat such a weak and uninteresting drama, The music, nevertheless, 
bears more palpable marks of labour, and seems less spontaneous, 
fresh, and melodious than that of his previous masterpieces—‘ Robert 
le Diable” and the “ Huguenots.” is is more especially the case 
in the airs, though some of them are as delicious as anything that he 
ever wrote. But it is the grand choruses, the exquisitely-constructed 
scenes of concerted music, and the novelty, richness, and variety of 
the orchestral effects that will excite the greatest and most lasting 
admiration of musicians ; though whether these great qualities will be 
sufficient to command the nent success of this opera is, we

His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales has sent for exhibition to 
the Archeological Institute a pair of golden gorgettes, or lunettes, 

found, during the present year, at Padstow, in Cornwall, Their value, 

as mere bullion, is estimated at £30. Mr, E. Smirke, Vice-Warden of 
the Stannaries, described the circumstances under which they were 
found; gave an account of the reasons which had induced the 
Treasury to disclaim any title to them; and explained how they 
belonged, as concealed treasure, to the Prince as Duke of Cornwall, in 
virtue of regal franchises which belonged to the Earls of Cornwall. 
Mr. Smirke concludes the ornaments to be of Irish manufacture. Dr. 
Rock conceives them to be ornaments for the head, but not Irish, as 
no colony of Irish is known to have settled on the western coast. 

Mr. T. C. Newton has described to the Institute his recent visit to 
Budrum to inspect the excavations now being carried on there on the 
portion of the site of the mausoleum, which, in 1859, he was unable 
to examine, in consequence of the refusal of the owners to part with 
the houses built thereon. The houses, since purchased on account of 
the British Museum, have now been demolished, and the site of the 
mausoleum has been almost entirely ex lored. Many discoveries 
have been made, including fragments of the colossal horses from the 
chariot group, several colossal heads, and portions of the frieze, 
among which are two figures, one a Greek, the other an Amazon. 
Mr. Newton hopes that the fragments recently found on the site of 
the mausoleum may be identified as belonging to the sculptures we 
possess from the same building.

Friday : Newcastle-on- ye of Antiquities ; Tyne- 
m¢ uth Priory ; Soirée in the Castle, Durham ; and Saturda 
Castle; Bishop Auckland; Darlington; and concluding Soirée in 
the New Townhall, Durham. In anticipation of the uire- 
ments of visitors, Mr. George Walker has just produced a new edition, 
rewritten and amended, and supplemented with many new facts, of 
his admirable Sketch of Durham.

In the present case a small grant from the Society of 
Antiquaries would surely not be a misappropriation of its funds. A

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THE TRIAL AND CONVICTION OF CONSTANCE KENT. 
YESTERDAY week the trial of Constance Emilie ey 4 her own 
confession, with the murder of her half-brother, Francis le Kent, at 
Road-hill Honse, in Wiltshire, on the 30th of June, 1860—took place in the 
Salisbury Assize Court, before Mr. Justice Willes. A true bill, as stated in 
our last Number, bad’ been bronght against her by the grand jury. The 
wretched girl persisted in her plea of guilty, and, as the Judge had no alter- 
native but to order it to be recorded, those who anticipated a discussion on 
pointed, as also were those who 
looked forward to having the mystery of th dreadful deed cleared up. The 
scene in court was, however, exceedingly painful and solemn. 

Immediately upon the learned Judge taking his seat on the bench the 
prisoner was placed at the bar. She was Guanal in deep mourning, and stood 
with her eyes fixed upon the ground. Notwithstanding her long imprison- 
ment, she was stout, but her complexion was very pale. 

The Deputy Clerk of the Arraigns said—Censtance Emilie Kent, this indict- 
ment charges you with having, on the 50th of June, 1860, wilfully murdered 
Francis Saville Kent. How say you, prisoner at the bar, are you guilty or 
not guilty ? 

The prisoner said, in a subdued, but distinct voice, “ Guilty.” 

Mr. Justice Willes, after a pause, addressing the prisoner, said—Are you 
aware that you are charged with having wilful! y, intentionally, and with 
malice killed your brother ? 

The Prisoner— Yes. 

Mr. Justice Willes—And you plead guilty to that ? 

The prisoner replied in a very low tone of voice “ Yes.” 

Mr. Justice Willes—What is your answer ? 

One of the officials near his Lordship informed him of the nature of the 
prisoner's reply. Here there was a considerable pause, 

Mr. Justice Wites—1 must repeat that you are charged with having wil- 
fully, intentionally, and w ith malice killed and murdered your brother. Are 
yo ~! guilty or not guilty 7 

he prisoner again answered distinctly, but in alow tone of voice, “ Guilty.” 

Mr Justice Willee—Then the plea must be recorded, 

The plea baving been duly recorded, 

Mr. Coleridge rose, and, addressing the learned Judge, said :—“ My Lord, as 
cour el for the prisoner, acting in her behalf and by her direct instructions, I 
desire to say two things before your Lordship passes sentence. First, solemnly, 
in the presence of Almighty God, and as a person who values her own soul, 
she desires me to say that the guilt is hers alone, and that her father and 
others who have so long suffered the most unjust and cruel suspicions are 
wholly and absolutely innocent. Next, she desires me to say that she was not 
driven to this act, as has been asserted, by any unkind treatment in her home, 
as she met with nothing there but tender and all-forbearing love ; and I hope 
I may add, my Lord, not improperly. that it gives me a melancholy pleasure 
to be made the organ of these statements for her, because, upon my honour, I 
believe them to be true." 

The Deputy Clerk of the Arraigns—Constance Emilie Kent, you have con- 
fessed yourself guilty of the wilful murder of Francis Saville Kent. What 
have you to say why sentence of death should not be passed upon you, accord- 
ing to law ? 

The prisoner made no reply. 

The Crier of the Court then made the usual proclamation for silence while 
sentence of death was pronounced. 

Mr. Justice Willes, having assumed the black cap, addressed the prisoner, 
who remained standing in the dock, as follows, amidst the most profound 
silence and in tremulous accents:—“ Constance Emilie Kent, you have 
pemes guilty to an indictment charging you with the wilful murder of your 

brother, Francis Saville Kent, on the 30th of June, 1860. It is my duty to 
receive that plea which you have deliberately put forward, and it is a satisfac- 
tion to know that it was not pleaded until after having had the advice of 
connsel, who would have freed you from this dreadful charge if you could have 
been freed thereof. I can entertain no doubt, after having read the evidence in 
the depositions, and, considering your confession and the crime, that your 
plea is the plea of a really guilty person. The murder was one committed 
undcr circumstances of great deliberation and cruelty. You appear to have 
allowed feelings of jealousy and anger to have worked in your breast, until 
at last they assumed over you the influence and power of the Evil One. 
(Here the learned Judge pansed, became deeply affected, and shed tears. 
The prieoner, who had hitherto remained immovable, with her head 
bowed downwards, put her hands to her face and sobbed and cried bitterly. 
The scenc in court was one of a most painfal nature.) Whether her 
Majest with whom alone the prerogative of mercy rests, may be 
atty ieall to oneneias that prerogative in your case on account of the fact of 
your youth at the time when the murder was committed, the fact that 
you have been convicted chiefly upon your own confession, and the 
fact that that confession removes suspicion from others (the learned 
Judge was again much affected), is a question which it would be 

reumptuous in me to answer. It well behoves you to live what 
s left of your life as one who is about to die, and to seek a more 
enduring mercy by sincere and deep contrition and by reliance upon the only 
redemption, propitiation, and satisfaction for all sins. (His Lordship was 
again prevented proceeding by feelings of strong emotion, but after a brief 
panse he continued.) It remains for me to discharge the duty which the law 
imposes upon the Court, without alternative, and that is, to pass upon you the 
sentence which the law adjudges to wilful murderers—that you be taken from 
the place in which you stand to the place from whence you came, and from 
thence to a place of execution, and that you be there hanged by the neck until 
your body be dead, and that your body, when dead, be buried within the 
precincts of the gaol in which you were last confined, and may God have 
mercy upon your soul!” 

The prisoner—who had recovered fron her fit of grief, and who with that 
exception showed remarkable firmness—remained standing motionless for a 
minnte after the sentence bad been proncunced ; and on being touched upon 
the shoulder by Mr. Alexander, (he governor of Devizes gaol, quietly turned 
round, and by his direction walked firmly down the stairs into the reception- 
room set aside for prisoners below the court. 

It is said that the prisoner bas made a detailed written confession of the 
murder, which possibly may be made public. In it she gives as her motive 
for the crime— hatred of her mother-in-law and dislike of her brother. 


Her Majesty, acting upon advice submitted by the Secretary of State for the 
Home Department, has commuted the sentence of death passed upon Constance 
Emilie Kent to one of — servitude for life.

Colonel Lindsay, of the St. George's, in presenting, as usual, the 
St. George’s challenge vase and the prizes attached to that competition, 
said the winner, Sergeant Penzer, of the 4th Staffordshire, had won 
the gold jewel last year out of 400 competitors, and this year out 
of 800. It was to be regretted that in such an interesting competi- 
tion, which largely affected the county to which the winner belonged, 
even if that gentleman himself was unable, from business arrange- 
ments, to be present, some officer or some one from North Stafford- 
shire should not have been delegated to receive the prize. In handing 
over the dragon cup to Private Hamerton, of the 12th Middlesex, 
the gallant Colonel said that it was in fact a second stage of the 
prize, and that there was a third and not less agreeable stage, the pre- 
sentation of a bag of dragon sovereigns, the accumulations of the 
entries after payment of expenses. In the first year he (Colonel 
Lindsay) had the pleasure of handing over ninety-five such sovereigns, 
in the year following 105, last year 180, and on the present occasion 
220. He hoped they might go on until he had exhausted all the d n 
sovereigns that could be found (Laughter and cheers). Mr. Bayley 
received the Wimbledon Enfield— Mr. Edward Ross, who made the 
highest score, not being qualified, as the winner of £20 with an Enfield 
rife, and Mr. Sprott, the second, being in the same ition. The 
youthful Ear] of Aberdeen, who shot splendidly during the entire 
meeting, was deservedly applauded as he came forward for the Dudley 
prize, which he had carried off against all the crack small-bore shots 
in the country. 

Lady Elcho presented the Elcho challenge shield to Captain Bland, 
Lieutenant Banting, and Mr, Fletcher, who ap) on behalf of the 
English eight. Lord Elcho briefly alluded to the case of the disputed 
centre, which, if given in favour of the Scotch, would have made them 
the winners, expressing his opinion that Captain Ross had done wisely 
in taking the ecores at the firing-point as final. After such a splendid 
match, there was no disgrace to either side in having been beaten. It 
was the best competition that had ever taken place at Wimbledon, and 
he hoped that the next would be as good. 

In referring to. the China challenge cup, won by the county of 
Somerset, Lord Elcho intimated a desire to send to China for the cup; 
but it seems no decision on this point has yet been arrived at. 

Private Sharman was yo! cheered on being called up to receive 
the Queen’s prize. Lord Elcho said he believed no county onght to 
take the prize more than Yorkshire, for there was no more hearty body 
of volunteers than in the ridings of Yorkshire. 

This concluded the actual business of the presentation. Three 
hearty cheers were given for Lady Spencer, and were followed by 
similar demonstrations in favour of the Queen, of Lady Elcho, and of 
the leading members of the council ; and thus ended the business of 
the meeting of 1865. :

WRECK OF THE MAIL-STEAMER ATHENS, AT THE 
CAPE OF GOOD HOPE. 

TE tremendous storm which visited the Cape of Good Hope on the 

17th of May, destroying almost every vessel that it caught in Table 
Bay, has already been mentioned ; and we now give an Illustration of 
the wreck of the mail-steamer Athens, belonging to the Union Steam 
Navigation Company, which was carried broadside upon the rocks, at 
Green Point, between the lighthouses, while endeavouring to steam 
out of the bay, when all her anchors had parted. She had been making 
signals of distress all day ; but it was impossible to help her. It was 
seven o’clock in the evening when she was driven upon the rocks, 
where she very rapidly broke up. The calls for help of those on board 
could be distinctly heard upon the shore, amid the roar of the breakers ; 
but there was not a rope or lantern at the lighthouse, much less any 
rockets or Manby ny ay art and for two hours a continued wail of 
anguish and ap’ ‘or help came from the steamer, which could occa- 
sionally be seen lying on the rocks, broken-backed, but still above water, 
with masts standing, until after nine o’clock. Fragments of wreck wash- 
ing ashore then bore testimony that the ship was rapidly breaking up. 
About ten o'clock the cries ceased, and thick darkness gathered over 
the scene. Nothing remained of the vessel except her engines and 
boilers, which have been carried some distance from the place at 
which she is believed to have originally struck, and nearer to the 
Mouille Point Lighthouse, All the way from the reef to the break- 
water the shore is strewn with fragments of wreck ; even the masts 
and yards have been snap into short lengths; and the lighter 
— of the ship have n literally smashed into matchwood. 
Next morning two bodies were recovered, both very much bruised 
from pounding against the rocks, and both were stripped, with the 
exception of under-drawers, showing that, before taking their final 
plunge, the ge men had calmly prepared themselves for a last 
struggle for life. There were no passengers on board ; but the master, 
Captain D. Smith, Dr. J. Heath Curtis, the medical officer, Mesars. C. 
Downer, T. Brown, and Baker, engineers, and twenty-five other persons, 
made up the list of the officers and crew ; and there is no doubt that

LAYING THE FOUNDATION-STONE OF THE NEW 
BRIDGE AT BLACKFRIARS, 


Tue Engraving on our front page is an Illustration of the ceremon 

of laying the foundation-stone of the new bridge at Blackfriars, whi 

was performed, by the Lord Mayor of London, on Thursday week. 
It took place in a huge cofferdam on the south side of the river, where 
a row of piles, driven closely together into the river bed and caulked 
like the side of a ship, formed a solid bulwark against the water. 
Massive transverse beams ran across the dam to support the piles, 
and, being arranged for use, with no eye to uniformity, gave the 
whole structure a business-like, practical look, which no amount of 
ornament could get rid of. Whatever could be done in the decoration 
of these unpromising materials was done. There were flags and 
banners by the hundred, tastefully di , and as much of the 
rough planking and the rougher wood of the beams as could be con- 
veniently got at was covered with baize or coloured cloth. At the 
bottom of the dam, some 15 ft. below low-water mark, was placed 
the foundation-stone—a block of Cornish granite, weighing two tons 
and a quarter, neatly “ dressed” for the occasion. The stone itself is 
not new to the work, for it has formed, during thirty years, a cut- 
water stone in one of the piers of the old bridge, having been placed 
there when the bridge first became afflicted with that sinking tendency 
for which it has since required incessant and expensive support. 
Except where the stone was placed, the floor of the cofferdam was 
planked over and well supported, and overhead were tiers of galleries 
with benches, to which the invited guests were shown by members of the

Mr. R. W. MyYLNz, grandson of the Mr. Robert Mylne who was the 
architect of old Blackfriars Bridge, has allowed us to publish a 
reduced copy of an old Engraving in his ion, copies of which 
were given by him, on Thursday week, to the Lord Mayor and several 
aldermen when they met to lay the foundation-stone of the new bridge, 
as shown in another Illustration on our front page. A copy was 
deposited in the cavity of the stone. The Engraving shows the per- 
formance of a similar ceremony a hundred and five years ago, when 
the foundation-stone of the 9ld bridge was laid by Sir Thomas Chitty, 

Lord Mayor, who is seen with raised mallet about to strike the 
stone, upon which the sword and mace of the mayoralty are laid. In 
the right-hand corner is the Recorder, addressing the architect, Mr. 
Mylme. The house behind is the Old Swan ale-house. A cannon 
is firing, in dangerous proximity to the heads of 
standers, but only as a signal of public rejoicing.

his mayoralty, was considered so desirable that, although no per- 
manent works had been commenced, it was decided to have a great 
= ceremony, and for that object a special excavation was made in 
ront of the old wharf-wall adjoining the mouth of the River Fleet, to 
the west of the ancient causeway or public ferry landing-place, at the 
foot of Water-lane. Four large Portland blocks were fixed on a 
platform, over which a stone, 6ft. by 3ft., was placed, having a 
cavity, 47in. by 30 in., for medals and other objects, besides a plate of 
tin bearing an inscription. This inauguration-stone was laid on the 
last day of October, 1770, and was securely fixed with fourteen iron 
cramps, dovetailed and leaded; and, eubsequently, two additional 
blocks were fixed to prevent the possibility of its being disturbed, the 
total cost being £145. Of the medals therein, it is said, is one that, 
in the enthusiasm of the moment, the architect took from his neck 
and threw into the cavity of the stone. It should be mentioned, in 
explanation, that this was a prize silver medal, the first of those won 
by my grandfather when a student at Luke’s Academy, at Rome, 
and, being set in a copper rim, bearing a Latin inscription relative to 
the occasion, was deposited in due form in the cavity, where it will no 
doubt be found among the other relics.’

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THE ELECTION. 


WITH the return of the members for the far-off northern Irish county 
of Antrim the general election of 1865 was brought to a close, in the 
middle of the past week. Looking to the noisy, riotous, and 
tumultuary proceedings which have prevailed with unprecedented 
unanimity, and which, in some places, rose to such a height that they 
were only to be quelled by charges of cavalry and the dangerous 
imminence of the rifles of infantry, it is just a question whether an 
argument has not been supplied for shortening the duration of Par- 
liaments, It would seem as if the elector, and still more the non- 
elector, let loose a great deal of that spirit of freedom which is con- 
ceived to be a constitutional incident of an election which had been 
pent up during a long Parliament of more than six years. If 
the process of returning members to Parliament is to be signalised 
by wild license of speech and action, and the vest operation 
of a free people is to be converted into a Saturnalia, it is ible that 
a more frequent recurrence of the event might tend to diminish the 
ardour with which the said people appear to have thrown themselves 
into the proceedings of the present year, It is difficult to say of 
what class of persons the crowds who assemble at elections are com- 
posed, for it is hardly possible that such shouting multitudes can con- 
sist—to use a cant word at this moment—of the mere “ roughs ;" and 
it is not a violent Yeap 3s to hold that some of them live in six- 
pound houses. so, perhaps it may be taken that the exhibition 
of physical supplementing moral force, which has been so remarkable 
during the election, may be a way of asking for a vertical extension 
of the franchise; and, in that sense, we commend the experience of 
the last three weeks to practical and also to philosophical Parlia- 
mentary reformers. 

The incidents of the latest elections have been, on the whole, interest - 
ing, and in many cases important. There is no doubt that in the 
counties the curious inverse Conservative reaction—which has perhaps 
astonished but not daunted Mr. Disraeli, who has so satisfactorily 
made out that the Opposition is in a better position than ever it was— 
has continued to prevail; but, on the other hand, there have been 
some Liberal checks and discomfitures. Notably, in Berkshire the con- 
test, three to three, like that of the Horatii and Curatii, ended in the 
defeat of the Liberal members. Mr. Walter very naturally declared 
that he had been the victim of bad management, which sought to 
thrust in Viscount Uffington, a young nobleman, who exhi- 
bited himself on the hustings, from a decidedly anti-Demosthenic 

int of view, between himself and Mr. Pleydell Bouverie, 
the old Liberal members ; and, between the two stools, the new 
candidate fell, and besides brought the stools to the ground with him. 
The solidity which Colonel Loyd Lindsay acquires from being the 
son-in-law of Lord Overstone outweighed the power of Printing 
House-square.

OBITUARY OF EMINENT PERSONS. 


PRINCE FREDERICK OF SCHLESWIG-HOLSTEIN. 

His Highness Prince Frederick Emilius Augustus of Schleswig-Holstein, 
Prince de Not, died, at Beyrout, on the 2nd inst. The Prince had been for 
eight months travelling in the Bast, and had visited nearly all the celebrated 
spots in the Holy Land. When at Jerusalem he was seized with an indisposi- 
tion, which gradually grew worse, and ended in his demise. Prince Frederick 
was the son of Frederick Christian, Grand Duke of Schleswig-Holstein 
Sonderburg, and was uncle of Frederick Christian Augustus, the reigning 
Grand Duke of Schleswig-Holstein Sonderburg, and was brother of Caroline 
Amelia, Queen Dowager of Denmark, widow of Christian VIII, He was born 
on the 23rd of August, 1800, and married, on the 17th of September, 1829, 
Henrietta, Countess de Daneskiold Samsoe, by whom (who died on the 10th of 
September, 1858) he leaves a son, Prince Frederick, born in 1830, and a 
daughter, Princess Louisa. 


LORD FRANCIS DOUGLAS. 
Lord Francis William Bouverie Douglas, who perished, with three others, 
on the 14th inst., victims of a fearfal accident—a fall over a precipice in 
descending Mont Cervin, or Matterhorn, in the Valais, Switzerland—was the 
second son of Sir Archibald William Douglas, P.C., seventh Marquis of 
Queensberry, by his wife, Caroline Margaret, younger hter of Sir William 
Clayton, Bart., and was next brother and heir presumptive of John Sholto, 
eighth and present Marquis of Queensberry. He was born Feb. 8, 1847. 
The accident which caused his death was in itself so remarkable 
that the minute account given by the Rev. Joseph M‘Cormick, Chaplain at 
Zermatt, becomes a deeply interesting record of the sadevent. Mr. M‘ ick 
writes as follows :—‘‘ Some months ago the Rev. Charles Hudson determined 
to ascend the Matterhorn this season. Before leaving England, he invented 
and had made a kind of ladder for scaling precipices. Mr. Birkbeck 
agreed to accompany him on his expedition. On arriving at Z 





morning, taking the proper precautions of having guides and a rope, 
with them. He must,in the absence of his companions, have climbed up it 
again in the evening without rope or guide, lost his hold in coming down, 
and fallen backwards on his head. Death must necessarily have been instan- 
taneous.” William Knyvet Wilson, ., B.A., the victim of this unfortunate 
adventure, was a scion of the family of Lord Berners. He was the eldest son 
of Captain George Knyvet Wilson, R.N., by his wife, Agnes Mary, daughter 
of the Rev. Charles Millard, Chancellor of Norwich ; and was nephew of the 
eminent Major-General Sir Archdale Wilson, Bart., K.C.B., to whose baronetcy 
(the reward of brilliant service at the capture of Delhi) he was, by a special 
remainder, heir-presumptive. He was born Nov. 2, 1838; and was a Fellow 
of Trinity College, Cambridge, and assistant master of Rugby School. By his 
demise, the heirs+ip presumptive to the baronetcy of Wilson passes to his 
brother, Roland Knyvet Wilson, Usq., Fellow of King’s College, Cambridge. 
It is a singular fact that two heireaips presumptive—one to a marquisate, the 
other to a baronetcy—have beer. changed by these Alpine accide ts in which 
Lord Francis Douglas and Mr..Wilson perished. Mr. Wilson’s death, like that 
of Mrs. Brand, has caused much regret in Windsor, where his father, Captain 
Wilson, and family reside. 
MRS. BRAND. 

This lady, whose premature and melancholy death was occasioned by the fright 
consequent upon a carriage accident at Windsor, was Victoria Alexandrina 
Leopoldine, eldest daughter of that distinguished and respected diplomatist, his 
Excellency Silvain Van de Weyer, Minister of State and Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary of the King of the Belgians at the Court of St. 
James's, and it would seem from her Christan names that she was the godchild 
of Queen Victoria and his Belgian Majesty. She was born June 25, 1842, and 
was married, on the 2ist of last January, to Captain Henry Robert Brand, of 
the Coldstream Guards, nephew of Thomas Crosbie William, present Baron 
Dacre, and eldest son of the Hon. Henry Bouverie William Brand, M.P., heir 
presumptive to that barony. Captain Brand was with his wife in the 
when the horses ran away, and, though she incurred no bodily injury, the 
fright brought on ature confinement, and she died, at her residence in 
the Cloisters, Win Castle, on the 20th inst., after giving birth to a still- 
born daughter.
